The HOSPITAL COMMITTEE met at Dr. © K. Clarke's office at ths 


Toronto General Hospital on 20th November, 1915. 


PRESENT: Dr. Falconer, Dr. Clarke and Mr, MacMurchy. Mrs. 
Falconer, Mrs. D. K. Smith and Mrs. F, N. G. Starr 


of the Ladies' Committee were also present. 


Dr. Clarke reported that expenditure had been made of $14,623.88 
to date, and there had been transferred to London to the credit 
of Col. Primrose, Treasurer of the Hospital, $22,000. leaving 

a balance on hand of $6,270.48 (including #250. subscribed by 
the ladies for Christmas comforts) after paying draft of $650. 
made by Col. Roberts for a motor ambulance. $2,000. had been 
raised by the Daughters of the Empire in Cleveland and is now 
available. 

Mrs. Starr reported a balance on hand of &3,036.91, her ac- 
counts having been audited to %th September. 

pr. Falconer reported that the full amount of $40,000. had been 


received by the Bursar of the University from the Fulford 


Estate. 
It was moved by Mr. MacMurchy and seconded by Dr. Clarke that 
the Ladies’ Committee be authorized to eontinue their work in 


providing hospital supplies and surgical dressings under advice 


from Dr. Clarke, and that Dr. Clarke be authorized to present 


bills to the Bursar of the University covering the expenditure 
so incurred and to obtain payment therefor out of the money 
in the hands of the Bursar received from the Fulford Estate. 
Carried. 
It was moved by Mr. MacMurchy and seconded by Dr. Clarke that 
the following cable be sent to Surgeon+General Roberts, No.4 
Canadian Base Hospital, Salonika; 
"Forward immediately specifisv statement hospital needs 
"also monthly reports. Information urgently required. 
"Have forwarded nine hundred and ssventy-one boxes supplies 
"You may draw two hundred and fifty for Christmas cheer 


"for hospital. Cable reply." 


Carried. 


The meeting then adjourned at the call of the Chairman, 


pending a reply from Surgeon-General Roberts.
